Unfortunately, however, the 
increases are confined to three 
mail categories — first, second 
and third. This means that a 
category which has made large 
contributions to the deficit over 
Ute years is still to be operated 
on a taxpayer-subsidized basis. 
That category is fourth-class 
mail, or parcel post. And, to 
make a bad matter worse, parcel 
post competes directly with tax­ 
paying private parcel earners 
on the national, regional and 
local levels of business 
In sum, the next needed step 
is a revised schedule of parcel 
post charges, which will hon­ 
estly meet both the direct and 
Indirect costs of providing the 
service.

If you permit youngsters to swim 
in a farm pond, always be certain 
they have supervision. Keep non- 
swirnmers out of the pond unless 
adult swimmers are present, and 
the swim area Is protected. I ts a 
good idea to encourage everyone in 
, the family to learn to swim. 
A few piecees of equipment may 
prevent an accident. For example, 
have a short piece of plank shaped 
like a surf board and painted white 
available to shove toward a swimmer 
‘ in trouble. Or you might have an 
i inexpensive, doughnut-shaped 
life 
saver attached to a rope to toss 
toward a swimmer . . . or a long 
pole to help reach someone 
in 
trouble Keep several of these pieces 
handy, to be used in an emergency. 
Minor accidents, such as cuts and 
scratches may happen when tin 
cans, broken glass and wire are left 
in or around the pond area.
